A year is as long as it is wise or possible to estimate or 
pee prepared for: the immediate past is the best of all data for 
anticipatory estimate. The American system is much less con- 
fvenient. Their financial year closes on 30th June; their Budget 
}iemes. out in December. Consequently their Secretary 
the Treasury is obliged, or thinks himself obliged, to 
deal with three financial years onevery occasion, Mr Chase 
new details the actual facts of the year ending June 80, 
1862 ; he estimates, partly on actual experience, for the 
Year ending June 30, 1863 ; and he conjectures—we dare use 
no strenger word—for the year ending June 30, 1864. The 
array of figures consequent upon this practice is always ter- 
rifying, and sometimes perplexing ; and we may, perhaps, 
do our readers an acceptable service if we concentrate Mr 
Chase’s narrative of the past and his anticipation of the im- 


mediate future into a manageable form. We shall not say 
much of his conjectures for the year ending June 30, 1864: 
if we could only see distinctly as far as June, 1863, upon 
American matters, it would be quite enough for us. 
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Mr Chase has a small surplus on last year, that ending 
June 30, 1862, and it ie curious to observe in what manner 
he has obtained it. His expenditure is as follows:—

whieh looks attractive. But when we scrutinise the source 
of the receipts, the charm is dispelled. More than thirty mil- 
lions sterling have been raised by the issue of ineonvertible 
notes—the worst and last resource of European financiers ; 
and not an extra shilling has been raised by taxation—the 
first. and best resort of a country at its extreme need and the 
basis of all others. Before the secession, in the year ending 
30th June, 1859, the taxation of America was (at the rate 
of exchange which we are now using) 10,600,000/, and at 
the rate then proper much higher. Now, the taxation is net 
10,500,0007. Up toJune last, the Federals had not expended 
a shilling out of pocket for the maintenance of the war. In 
other ways they were doubtless impoverished, —for their trade, 
both external and internal, is far less than it used to be,—bat 
up to the close of the last financial year they had paid to the 
Government no hard money of their own, 

Mr Chase defends or palliates his recent augmentations of 
the currency on two grounds. First, that after the suspen- 
sion of specie payments by the banks, there was no satis- 
factory money left in the country. But this defence overlooks 
the critical fact. Mr Chase began to issue notes before the 
banks had suspended cash payments. He says himself 
further on in this very document,—“ An emission of

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sion.” And it is well known that the competition of the 
inconvertible notes issued by the Government was a very 
principal reason why the banks ceased to convert their own 
notes. They didnot do so for want of means,—for they held 
more than 8,000,000/ at the date of suspension, which is twice 
their ordinary reserve. Mr Chase was not obliged to issue 
anew currency by the collapse of the banks, bat the banks 
were precipitated into difficulty by the issue of his new 
currency. 

Secondly. Mr Chase says the issue of his notes has done 
no harm. The currency, he boldly says, has not been depre- 
ciated. Gold, it is true, is at a premium of more than 30 
per cent., but it is gold that has risen, not paper which 
has fallen, in value. And he gives the paper prices 
of several articles, which are not, he adds, more than the 
metallic prices used to be. But such arguments are worth- 
less. The prices of particular articles are affected by a great 
number of causes, and all those causes operate as effectually 
during the issue of an inconvertible currency as at any other 
time. These other causes may tend to lower those prices, 
and their effect, therefore, will partially or entirely counter- 
act the consequences of an issue of paper which tends to raise 
them. A uniform depreciation of the currency in reference 
to all commodities is all but impossible,—for each commodity 
is affected by its own peculiar circumstances, which may 
either mitigate or aggravate the effect of the new money. 


Mr Chase complains that gold was being hoarded, and 
that some 40,000,000/ sterling had disappeared from circu- 
lation. But the issue of an inconvertible paper to supply 
the place of hoarded specie, is one of the remedies which 
intensify the disease for which they are prescribed. A year 
ago, when we ventured to predict what would be the conse- 
quence of Mr Chase’s new paper, we warned him that he would 
cause not only the suspension of specie payments by the banks, 
|| but the disappearance of the precious metals. We referred to 
the following description of the effect of the French assignats : 
—*‘ Soon after,” says an eye-witness, “the first acts of 
violence which attended the commencement of the revolution, 
gold and silver coin became extremely scarce ; there was a 
general cry, and almost a aniversal belief, that the coin had 
been carried into foreign countries, and very strict, but very 
fatile, regulations were made to prevent what was thought 
so great an evil. To men of reflection, it was very obvious 
|| that the only possible cause of a scarcity which was so 
|| sensible, must be the general alarm which had spread 
throughout the country, and which must have induced most 
persons who were possessed of money te bury or conceal it, 
as the only resource they could have when their other pro- 
perty was gone. The creation of assignats operated in the 
same way, but to such a degree as to make all coin dis- 
appear. It was obvious to everybody that a time would 
come when assignats would be of no value; everybody, 
therefore, who was inclined to save anything, saved in coin 
and paid in assignats, If assignats had not been created, 
coin, however scarce, must have continued in circulation, 
A man possessed of coin must tiave parted with some of it, 
|| or must have refused himself the necessaries of life; and 
no future evil which he was disposed to provide against 
could be greater than that of starving. As soon as the 
assignats were put an end to, gold and silver coin again 
immediately appeared in the very same Louis d’ors and crowns 
which it was supposed had been exported into foreign coun- 
tries and melted.” ‘The events have verified our anticipation 
precisely. The essence of this passage is as true of Mr 
Chase's currency as of the assignats of which it was written. 
Mr Chase must not say that his paper was needful because 
all gold had vanished, for it was exactly that paper which 
caused much of the gold to disappear. 

For the present, however, we are at one with Mr Chase. 
He has become a convert ia practice, if not theory, to 
sounder views, and promises to give us no more paper if he 
can help it. His position for the year ending 30th June, 
1863—the year which is passing over us—is, he tells us, 
this :—he will have to spend 138,669,264/; and his legiti- 
mate ways and means, as an ordinary financier would speak, 
are only these :—

Yet 
we cannot imagine that such stupendous drafts on the re- 
sources of a new and miscellaneous country will be honoured. 

Bot the financial moral of the whole subject is a plain one. 
By what strange mismanagement can it have come to pass 
that a State which has such great resources within herself 
should have no foreign credit? Why cannot a country that 
can raise millions within itself raise a sixpence beyond itself ? 
|The reason is the terror excited in Europe by Mr Chase's 
\policy. There is plenty of wealth in America, if it had only 
feo moderately taxed in the beginning. But he either did 
pot dare tax his miscellaneous constituents, or fancied less 
disagreeable expedients would be sufficient. He left the 
revenue as it was; he tampered with the currency ; he 
asked for large loans. If he had begun by raising a revenue 
of more than 30,000,000/, the Federal armies might have 
subsisted for years on the hoarded capital of Europe. 
Blucher is said to have muttered when he visited London 
with the allied Sovereigns, “ Mein Gott, what a city to 
mck!” So travellers to America have remarked what a 
country to mortgage ; the best of industrial races is there in the 
best of industrial circumstances. This advantage over their 
farless wealthy adversaries, the Northerners—from ignorance 
in the people, from fearfulness to tax in her rulers, from 
vanity in both—have recklessly thrown away. It is scarcely 
possible that they should be sufficient to themselves, and 
they will not be helped by others, 

THE CESSION OF THE IONIAN ISLANDS. 
Trustees have seldom an agreeable duty. And it does 
not tend -to increase the agreeable nature of that duty that 
the object held in trust should have a will, and a very active 

|| will, of its own, as well as the persons for whose benefit the 
trust is created. England has for nearly half a century been 
political trustee of the Ionian Islands—the protecting Power 
appointed by Europe to prevent their falling into dangerous 
hands. And the trust has certainly not been agreeable, nor 
is it easy to show that it has been very useful. We have 
had all the practical responsibility of ruling these restive 
islanders, and none of the Imperial advantage or credit. It 
has diminished our resources, and also diminished on the 
whole rather than increased our political influence. The mili- 
tary and naval advantage of Corfu may be something, but it 
is small. The ‘political disadvantage of appearing—as we 
have appeared, though only appeared—to tyrannise over a 
most disaffected population, while recommending every- 
where else priociples of freedom which we despised our- 
selves, has been very great. For many years it has 
been @ constant impossibility to please the Ionians con- 
sistently with any principle of government at all. For 
many years our continental neighbours have taunted us 
48 political hypocrites for supporting so strongly the cause 
of freedom on one side of the Adriatic where we have no 
telfish interest to maintain, and the cause of despotism 
om the other side where we ourselves are supposed to have 
® despotic interest. Thus the despair of our Ionian pro- 
consuls has been, if not the difficulty of our diplomatists, at 
fasta source of endless jealousy towards England,—anod 
When, in addition to these annoyances, we reckon a very 
serious increase to our military estimates, we think there 
Will be no difference of opinion in thinking that the sooner 
We get rid of this troublesome dependency without discredit to 
England, the better it will be for us. It is at present costing 
us in military expenditure on fortifications 280,000/ a year, 
and even so, Corfu, it is said, cannot be made really strong 
Without laying out this sum for several years to come. 
It may, however, be asserted that in resigning the Ionian 
nds we resign a valuable trade, which may in that case 
be diverted to other quarters. In the last year returned, the 
trade with the Ionian Islands was— 


British exports to Tonian Islands 
British imports from Ionian Islands 
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And that this, small as it is, is not dependent on the fact of ! 
the English protectorate, is. obvious from the comparative 
trade with Turkey, which in the same year was even greater 
than with Great Britain. Even if we were to lose the whole 
trade, which of course is out of the question, the saving would 
be far greater than the loss of profit on so small a trade. But, 
as a rule, we have never found that the loss of a dependency 
means the Joss of a customer. In this case perhaps it might 
be rather more likely, because we cannot expect that the un- 
tried hand of Greece would soon make good its authority among 
these restless islanders,—and if there were any insecurity in 
the Government, trade no doubt might decline. Still, this 
consideration is petty in the extreme, and, looking to 
the situation as a whole, we may clearly assert that, from 
every point of view, financial, political, and moral, it would 
be well to disburden ourselves of this needless pressure on 
Imperial resources as soon as we creditably can. 


Here, however, lies the whole point of the difficulty. There 
is no doubt, we believe, that the Powers of France and 
Russia are at present quite willing to consent to this cession, 
But we are by no means certain that Austria, who was one 
of the parties to the arrangement, is. She may object that 
Greece is not strong enough to defend the Islands,—that 
they might easily fall a prey to her own Adriatic foe, Italy, — 
and that, if they are to pass out of the safe hold of England, 
she must see that they are not disposed of in any way 
dangerous to her interests. Austria may very likely take 
this line, and she is entitled to a veto on our dealings with 
them, since we held them only as a trustee for Europe. Nor 
will it do to answer that we are not bound to keep our posi- 
tion as trustees unwillingly. Austria will reply “ Certainly 
“not, but you have already admitted my right to havea 
“ voice in the matter, and if you resign the trust, I shall 
“ resume my right so to influence the future destiny of the 
“ Tonian Islands as to prevent them from becoming a menace 
‘* to the port of Trieste.” And, of course, if Austria declines 
to trust them in the hands of Greece, there is no other 
change open that would be to the advantage of anybody. 

But even if Austria as well as France and Russia consent 
to the proposed cession, there will still be very likely consi- 
derable difficulty in obtaining the consent of the islanders 
themselves to the cession. Our readers may be surprised to 
hear us speak of this as a difficulty, considering the mutinous 
demonstrations of desire for Union with Greece manifested in 
1858, and pessibly it may not prove one,—but we are by no 
means inclined to think that the Ionian Islands will be now 
'as anxious for Union with Greece when it is within their 

grasp, as they were in 1858 when it was a revolutionary 
chimera. In the first place, the paid officials, who are 
numerous and always of some influence as the natural organs 
of communication with foreign Powers, will risk their profes- 
sional incomes by the change. In the next place, England 
is now spending out of her own resources on the Islands 
280,000/ annually,—about fifteen per cent. on the total value 
of the external traffic of the Islands,—which is in effect 
adding probably quite as much again to the income of the 
islanders as they gain by the profit of their external trade, 
or doubling the value of that trade, Now Greece is a poor 
power, and even if she can keep these restive islanders in 
hand at all, she certainly will not be able to bribe them 
into tranquillity by spending at this rate on the public works 
there. It is only reasonable to suppose that the large 
number of people thus likely to lose their whole wages at 
one blow will, in spite of all former demonstrations, at least 
be very deliberate about inviting that blow, And if we are 
not very much mistaken, it wilt be found that the party of 
Union which foiled Mr Gladstone will have lost all its 
enthusiasm on the mere promise of success ; while the English 
party, which then did not appear at all, will suddenly mani- 
fest considerable affection for us. 

Even granting, however, that the Protecting Fowers 
assent, and that the Ionians really welcome the proposition, 
which is at least exceedingly doubtful, there is yet another 
possible difficulty in the way,—that Greece may be far from 
willing to accept so uncertain an addition to her strength, so 
certain a draft upon her resources,—for even the English )| 

' Government has generally found the ordinary expenditure in 
advance of the revenue, without counting the cost of the mili- 
tary fortifications,—and so almost certain an addition to her 
political embarrassments, The Ionians are, as we have 
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learned to our cost, by nature factious. They have been 

systematically petted by the English administration, and they 
| will certainly not like to decline into insignificant hangers-on 

of the Greek Kingdom—into a position analogous to that of 
‘our owa Channel Islands. Knowing this, the Provisional 

Government of Athens will scarcely be very eager to accept 

this new accession of dominion ; and already we observe that 
| it has been rumoured that all wish for such an accession 
| of territory bas been repudiated in Athens. 

On the whole, the only thing perfectly certain is that 
England would be a vast gainer by washing her hands 
of the JTonian responsibility, if she can do so with 
dignity and honour. Whether she can do so with 
dignity and honour is a question which only negotiation can 
determine. But let us at least remember that the selfish 
side of the question for our politicians ought to be a 
very clear one. No solution of the Ionian question could be 
so bad as a development of our Protectorate into an absolute 
Imperial right. ‘The Ionians have really as little substantial 
sympathy with English political principles as the Bengalis, 
but they are much more active misded, much more un- 
manageable, and much nearer to other great Powers with 
whom they might easily embroil us. They are quite suffi- 
ciently energetic and intellectual to have very noisy views of 
their own,—and however these views may vary from time to 
time, they are never likely to be at heart the views of Great 
Britain. Detached fragments of Greece, they can only cling 
to us from motives of interest, and, as we well know, motives 
of interest never cement a real alliance. It would be far 
better for the Ionian Islands to suffer with Greece than to 
prosper commercially under the flag of Great Britain. Through 
the one condition they may pass at last into substantial 
elements of a great kingdom ; through the other they can 
only acquire a chronic tone of helpless dissatisfaction with 
themselves. 

TRANSPORTATION: AS A PUNISHMENT, 

A REWARD, AND A POSSIBILITY. 

Tue prevalent outcry for the revival of transportation as a 
‘mode of punishing and disposing of our dangerous criminals, 
will not, we are convinced, survive many weeks’ considera- 
tion and discussion of the subject. It could scarcely have 
arisen, had the guides and instructors of the public mind, 
either official or amateur, given the slightest attention to the 
past history of the question, or duly weighed the plain and 
notorious facts bearing on the case. Transportation, as that 
word is ordinarily understood, cannot be vestored; and if it 
could, it would not answer the purpose of a punishment. 
Instead of clamouring for it in the fashion of men whom 
terror has made at once illogical and selfish, let us examine 
it at close quarters :—yirst, as an infliction; and secondly, 
as a resource. 

We are overrun—or believe we are—with a number of 
liberated convicts, ready for any enormity, inured to crimi- 
nal habits and imbued with criminal propensities, hating 
honest labour, and finding that honest labour is beyond their 
reach even if they loved it. They roam about our streets 
and congregate in our crowded cities, and daily and nightly 
commit the most atrocious robberies and assaults, sometimes 
amounting to murder, and often falling only a little short of 
it. We want to punish these ruffians, to inflict upon them 
some punishment adequate to their offences, and of a charac- 
ter to deter them from a continuance or a repetition of them. 
We wish to menace them with a penalty which is at once 
severe and dreaded—which they will not lightly run the risk 
of bringing on their heads. This being our object, it is pro- 
posed to attain it by reviving a penalty, which was long since 
abandoned (independent of other secondary and conclusive 
reasons), partly because it was so light, partly because it was 
80 uncertain in its character, and partly because a change of 
circumstances had almost transmuted it into a boon ;—which 
numbers of convicts now earnestly desire as their sentence, 
and are jealous if more favoured offenders than themselves 
obtain ;—which (with a comparatively unimportant modifi- 
cation of details and the brand of shame apart) thousands 
of honest and industrious labourers envy and exert them- 

| Selves to secure. ‘Transportation to a penal colony has 
| been tried for generations under every conceivable variety of 
plan, and under all has been abandoned and comdemned. 

To the criminal, transportation means one of two things— 
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| industry (as most convicts do), he may either lead the pre 
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either transference to a prison across seas—or transferencs | 
to a place across seas where, after a certain period of 

tion and confinement, he is to be liberated conditionally or 
absolutely, and left to seek his own fortune. If it be the 
former, it has no advantage whatever as a punishment, ang 
no deterring character or features of terror over a prison af 
home. Nay, the advantages are precisely the other Way, 
It involves more variety ; it promises more excitement; jt 
offers more chances. It is well known that monotony is ong 
of the things most feared and disliked by habitual criminals, 
We are assured on the best authority that on this account 
they actually dread a sentence of five years’ penal servitude 
less than two years’ close imprisonment, because there js 
change in the one and none inthe other. Now, transportation 
—i.e., @ sentence of penal servitude carried out in the 
colonies—involves far greater variety, and therefore fy 
greater attraction, than a similar sentence carried out gf 
home. A prison across seas is, therefore, not only much 
more expensive to the country, but much less disagreeable in 
idea to the convict than a prison at home—to say nothing of 
its being usually situated in a better climate. But the 
criminal knows perfectly well that “ transportation” 
practically means—and it is understood by the country to 
mean—something very different from a prison beyond 
seas. It means a place where, after a certain amount of 
actual confinement to a cell—an amount never very 
and now always carried out at home—he shall be emplo 

at first on the public works and afterwards in the service of 
the free settlers, either on “ticket-of-leave” or “ condi- 
tionally pardoned,” with good wages and ample rations. If 
means a place where, if he pleases, he can in a few year 
settle down as a proprietor, or a workman on his own 
account, or, which if he pleases he can, in a short time quit 
for a more congenial or a newer scene. It means finally, 
as things stand now, that if he hates regular and hones 


carious but exciting life of a wild hunter in the bush, or make 
his way by ship or across country to the gambling and fas 
cinating chances of the gold diggings. In former days—whea

; nishment just in proportion as it was larger,—and 
qith additional chances of escape. Even from Portland and 
from Western Australia convicts now manage to escape by 
water. If it isto bea mere prison, it would be cheaper, 
gecurer, more open to supervision, and certain to be better 
panagedathome. The fare, indeed, might be so poor, the labour 
wo incessant and severe, and the penalties for breach of disci- 

go stringent and so harsh, that prisoners would learn to 
oo being consigned to such a place more than death :— 
jut all these objects could be secured just as easily at home and 
sow. Ashort Act of Parliament, intrusted for execution 
jo aresolute Secretary of State and a rational Director of 
Convict Prisons, could to-morrow render Dartmoor, Port- 
jand, or Pentonville as terrible as any penal settlement at 
the Antipodes,—so terrible that no convict who had once 
visited them would ever risk the penalty of visiting them 
gain. Finally, the proposed penal settlement might be so 
located that the convicts would be frozen in winter and 
proiled in summer ; for Great Britain has possessions both 
jn the Tropics and in the Arctie Circle. They might be 
where life itself would be necessarily short, 
and necessarily wretched while it lasted,—at the mouth 
of the Niger, in the swamps of Guiana, or on 
the ice-bound coast of Greenland or Labrador. We 
ight thus quietly slay our convicted ruffians as France is 
said to slay her’s at Cayenne. But what Minister would 
yenture to recommend the establishment of such a colony ? 
What Parliament would sanction it? What decent governor, 
or gaolers, or soldiers would go out to manage it ?—for they 
must die as well as the convicts, and nearly as fast,— 
and be nearly as miserable while they lived. Lastly, 
How much would such a settlement cost in comparison with 
the establishments at Dartmoor, Portland, or Chatham? 
And why not face the facts, and hang our desperate criminals 
at once? It would be more honest, more merciful, as 
decent, and far cheaper. 

But it is clearly and notoriously not such a penal settle- 
ment as this that the public is thinking of when echoing the 
demand for a revival of transportation. What is meant is 
q@ile for ever (or for such a long series of years as 
would virtually be for ever) to some colony, some pros- 
petous and tolerably populous place where land is 
abundant, where labour is greatly in demand, where ante- 
eedents are unknown, where no questions are asked, 
and where, therefore, the convict might be absorbed 
into the mass of the community, might easily earn an honest 
living if he would, might be dispersed into the backwoods 
if he would not, and would be shot down like a beast of 
prey if he became noxious. Such were our old penal colo- 
nies, and a renewal of a recourse to such is the thing now 

We will show next week what a sad and wicked 
dream this is, and how utterly incapable of realisation.

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Nevertheless, taking even the last few years, there has been 
a remarkable tendency to augmentation in our defensive ex- 
penditure ; and it is of great importance to know whether that | 
increase is to be so much added for ever to the permanent | 
expenditure of the country, or whether it is a mere temporary | 
augmentation caused by special circumstances, and likely to 
pass away when those circumstances have ceased. 

We have no wish at present to decide the whole of 
this difficult question, but we believe that practical 
inquiry has lately decided a portion of it, We are | 
inrormed that the Government believe that they are 
able, without diminishing the true efficiency of 
either department, to reduce very considerably the ex- 
penditure both of the Army and Navy. We are not able to 
lay before our readers the details of the contemplated | 
economy, which indeed will be carefully kept secret till 
Parliament meets ; but there are two circumstances which 
make it easier to economise without a diminution of efficiency 
in this instance than in most. First, the Army and 
Navy are old services under new circumstances; and 
though the novelty is a great cause of expense in 
many ways, it should be a cause of economy in others. 
The progress of science has caused a vast expenditure, by 
compelling us to adopt new arms and to build novel ships ; 
yet science should also be a source of economy, because it 
has facilitated communications, bridged over channels, and 
made one set of directing minds able to finish the work which 
formerly needed several sets of directing minds. Of course 
in this world the new outlay occasioned by a new discovery 
will be spent, before the saving facilitated by it will be made, 
It would be Utopian to hope for a more agreeable result. 
Still the saving should come within a reasonable time, and 
now we believe it is come. 





Secondiy, the large recent addi- | 


tions to the Army and Navy, being almost sudden, have not 


always been made in the very best or most economical 
manner, and it is found to be possible both to augment their 
efficiency and to diminish their cost. The effective strength 
of neither service will be ‘curtailed, and yet we have reason 
to believe savings enough will be made to affect favourably 
this year’s Budget.

AGRICULTURAL ENTERPRISE. 
TENANT-RIGHT; ENTERING AND QUITTING FARMS. 
Tue Vale of Evesham Agricultural Society has already done good 
service by promulgating the very best form of lease which has yet 
appeared in this country. We have already commented on that 
lease at the time of its appearance, and recommended it for general 
adoption as at once simple and efficient ; forming as it does a truly 
rational lease. The same Society has again entered upon the ex- 
amination of a very important question in rural affairs, which, at 
a recent meeting of the members, was discussed under the designa- 
tion of tenant-right ; but which, as understood by the Vale of 
Evesham Society, is something quite different and far more im- 
ortant than the scheme which is popularly called tenant-right. 

hey do not seek, nor indeed approve of, any legislative system 
of tenant-right such as that so long and zealously attempted by the 
late Mr Philip Pusey, but they desire to frame such a code of general 
rules to be applied to cases of outgoing and incoming tenants, as 
will obtain the assent and adoption of the landed proprietors 
and tenant-farmers of Worcestershire in the first instance, and 
eventually of the whole country. And the rules they propose to 
frame will be at least as cated to leases as to yearly tenancies, 
though, of course, they must be embodied or referred to in leases 
in order to become operative parts thereof. After a long and 
most useful discussion, to which we shall presently refer, the 
members appointed a committee to consider and report on the 
subject. We shall look with interest for the results of the com- 
mittee’s labours, for it will be seen from the remarks made at the 
general meeting that the soundest and most liberal views were ex- 
pressed by most of the members who took part in the previous 
discussion. 

The object proposed is to recommend such rules for the govern- 
ment of outgoing and incoming tenants of farms, as will induce 
the outgoing tenant to cultivate his land well up to the last, by 
the agency of payments for unexhausted manures and improve- 
ments, and to save the incoming tenant from that long and costl 

iod of up-hill work, which he has to rm when he finds his 
has been neglected or run out by i pane during the 

last years of his occupation. Now this is by no means an easy 
task. Valuations, whether under local —a or under — 
rovisions, are very apt to comprise matters the incoming tenan 
not very willing to pay for, and occasionally become very 
burdensome. On the other hand, if some motive ,beyond 
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mere liability on his covenants be not afforded to an out- 
cing tenant to keep his land clean and in good condition, the 
fandlord is often called upon to make some allowance by the new 
tenant, who finds he has before him large and long-continued 
outlays in order to get his farm into good working condition. On 
such points we shall have the opportunity of observing when the 
Evesham committee's report comes before us. r 

In the meantime the preliminary discussion was not only in- 
structive in itself, but it indicated on the part of the members of 
the Society a just appreciation of the conditions which are at the 

resent time fumed to agricultural progress. Mr E. Holland, 
MP. chairman of the meeting, referred to the form of lease for- 
merly promulgated by the Society, ‘‘ which he believed had done 
much good,” and stated the object they then proposed to consider. 
They had nothing in common with Irish notions of tenant-right. 
Their object was to benefit all connected with agriculture—laod- 
lord, tenant, and labourer. “ Their great object was that the 
landlord should be placed in a better position, and not be liable to 
have his land exhausted at the termination of the tenure of an oc- 
cupation—that he should not be put to the expense and incon- 
venience of having his next tenant calling upon him to return his 
first half-year’s rent—that the labourer should not be thrown out 
of the means of living because the tenant was neglecting the labour 
on his farm all he could.” He wished the term “ tenant-security ” 
or ** tenant-compensation ” could be substituted for tenant-right, 
as conveying more correctly their meaning. “ They wished the 
tenant to be placed in such a position as to be encouraged to farm 
well up to the last moment of leaving his holding, and that when 
he did leave it, he should be compensated for what be had put into 
the ground without deriving any benefit from it, and that he should 
be enabled by so doing to pass the land in a high state of culti- 
vation to the incoming tenant ; so that there might be no stoppage 
of cultivation, no evil of land getting foul.” He had always advo- 
cated leases without any cropping regulations except during the 
last four years of the lease, so that it might be determined before- 
hand how the land was to be left by the outgoing tenant. During 
those last four years there should be either an agreement with the 
tenant for a new lease, or the tenant should have the advantage of 
tenant-right, which was as applicable to leases as to holdings from 
year to year. 

Mr Randell, who appears to have mainly induced the Society to 
take action on the subject of tevant-right, entered at large into the 
question. He wished to “consider whether something might not 
be done in the way of framing a code of regulations for the purpose 
of compensating outgoing tenants for the unexhausted value of any 
improvements, by way of purchased manures or otherwise, which 
they were leaving for the benefit of their successors.” He would 
do justice to the outgoing tenant without exacting anything from 
the incoming tenant without an equivalent. There was no intention 
of encumbering the landlord’s property with a tenant-right which 
can by any possibility depreciate its value or interfere with his 
proprietary rights. ‘ We seek only to define such an arrangement 
as will benefit all concerned, and we rely on its intrinsic fairness 
alone to procure its general adoption.” He hoped by the appoint- 
ment of a committee of practical men to frame such a code of 
tenant-right as might “safely and beneficially form part of all 
present and future agreements.” He advocated the voluntary 
principle as the means of removal of admitted evils, without any 
recourse to legislative enactment, which had been unfavourably 
received as an interference with private property. Referring to 
the Lincolnshire tenant-right, which had effected much improve- 
ment, he thought something more was wanted, for the * system 
adopted hitherto is liable to abuse, and that it is possible for an 
outgoing tenant to substantiate a considerable claim upon his 
successor, and yet leave the farm in a bad state of cultivation. So 
we must go further; we must combine with our system of tenant- 
right a definition of tenant duty—i.e., we must consider incoming 


|} as well as offgoing tenant-right, and try to make the interest of 


both go hand in hand.” Here we have a glimpse of the real 
difficulties of the subject, which it is clear Mr Randell well com- 
prehends, and we trust will overcome. 

Sir John Pakington, refering to the Valley of the Severn, the 
district of the Society, as eminently fertile and containing the 
essentials of good farming, “‘ thought that every practical man 
would allow that the skill and science displayed in the culture of 
land there were not equal to the natural fertility of the district.” 
He was strack with the inferiority of the farming in many parts of 
Worcestershire, and especially when he contrasted it with the 
farming of the Lothians. A century ago the Lothians were com- 
ey uncultivated, while Worcestershire was then bearing 
air crops of corn and roots. But Worcestershire had not made 
the progress which science, skill, and capital had enabled the 
Lothian farmers to make. He had been recently travelling in the 
Lothians, and he was shown one farm of 300 acres which let for 
rie annum, And in East Lothian, a Scotch proprietor had 
pointed out four of his farms, averaging 400 acres each, which 
were let at 72s per acre. This was the result of good farming, by 
men of large capital and much enterprise, and he believed the 
superiority of Scotch farming to be attributable mainly to this— 
“that instead of going on as they did in Worcestershire, from 
year to year, without lease or security to the tenant, they held 
their farms under terms which gave them entire security.” 
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ocssinihdabaii 
After some reference t> the subject under discussion, Sir John 
Pakington said: ‘ His own opinion was that the system of year 
to year tenancy was a very objectionable one, and that it was 
about the worst they could have.” And he did not regard this as 
a landlord’s or a tenant’s question merely, but as one of 
interest to the whole country. The subject must be approac 
and dealt with on the same commercial principles they would apply 
to any other trade or business. “There could be nothing more 
short-sighted than the idea which he knew prevailed amongst some 
landowners, that they did not like the system [of leases] because 
it would interfere with the power they had over their own land, 
That idea was on the part of landowners a mistake.........He wag 
quite sure it was to the interest of the landowners to have an 
educated, intelligent, and prosperous tenant, and he was as sure 
it was to the interest of the man who made the land his trade 
to be able to farm his land on the best possible principles,” 
No man should undertake a farm’ without sufficient capital 
to work it properly. When a man of means and _ intelli. 
gence “did apply himself to the improvement of the land, he was 
at least entitled to the assurance that he should not em loy his 
capital in vain.” ‘This was in every way judicious. But Sir John 
then expressed a doubt whether leases were thought desirable 
amongst the Worcestershire farmers, and he thereby elicited loud 
and general contradictions of that proposition. The truth is, the 
Worcestershire farmers have as yet had little opportunity of tak. 
ing land on lease ; though, as they have in their own county three 
influential landowners in Lord Lyttelton, Sir John Pakington, and 
Mr Holland, who in the best and broadest manner advocated leases, 
we hope that, now the reminiscences of corn law panics and other 
extra-agricultural disturbing causes have passed away, a system of 
leases in combination with farming enterprise will soon be in full 
operation in that fertile county. At this meeting, Mr Curtler, s 
retired solicitor, who when in business had large land agencies, 
stood up for Lady-day instead of Michaelmas entries to farms, and 
in doing so indicated some of the stand-still notions prevalent with 
landowners. There was much in his remarks worthy of note, but 
our limits compel us to reserve this speech for future comment.

Sorciqn Correspondence. 


(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Panis, Thursday. 

In the principal seaports, the investigation which is being made 

by the Superior Council of Commerce with regard to the shipping 
laws naturally excites great interest. Generally speaking, the 
opinion is that protection to French shipping ought to be maine 
tained, and that the higher it is the better ; but it is gratifying to 
find that the Chamber of Commerce of Marseilles, which certainly 

| counts for as much as the Chambers of Bordeaux, Havre, and 


Nantes, is in favour of complete liberty, subject to the condition 
that the peculiar charges which weigh on French shipping and the 
vexatious restrictions to which it is subjected shall be abolished. 
In a “ memoir” which the Chamber has just drawn up, and which 
it has presented to the Minister of Commerce, it says :— Every 
day that passes effaces the protection which the national flag 
enjoyed, and at the present moment complete assimilation between 
it and foreign flags is almost a fuit accompli. Coute que coute, the 
French shipping interest accepts this assimilation: it simply 
demands equality of position, and insists that an end shall be put 
as promptly as possible to the false and ruinous position it now 
occupies. This position is false and ruinous, because, notwith- 
standing the law of the 10th March, 1860, every merchant vessel 
is subjected to heavy taxes. Chains, anchors, iron, nails, sails, 
ropes, gear of all kinds, domestic utensils, linen—everything po 
a tribute to manufactures, which ought only to be protected for 
local internal consumption, and not to the prejudice of the capital 
engaged in navigation, which has to struggle in all parts of the 
globe with competitors freed from all charges. On the whole, the 
Chamber is opinion that merchant shipping cannot prosper except 
on the express conditions of obtaining :— , 

“1. The most complete franchises ; and the absolute abolition of 
all charges and Customs dues imposed on vessels built abroad, or 
on the raw and unmanufactured materials employed in shipbuildin 
in French dockyards. The present system, notwithstanding 
the nominal reforms of these latter times, adds more than 15 per 
cent. to the cost of the vessel, without counting incessant vexations 
of all kinds, and regulations of every sort. 

“2. The revision of the treaties with the countries which do not 
accord France reciprocity. : 

‘¢ 3, The radical reform of the maritime inscription, that is to say; 
the enfranchisement of the workmer at pressent “classed” a8 
liable to serve the State, and for sailors a marked reduction in the 
duration of the period they are made to serve in Government 
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‘Be assured that under the present system we are on a fatal 
incline, at the end of which it is easy to see the absolute impossi- 
bility of arming and fitting out our military navy and our merchant 
shipping. But with the concession demanded, which would be only 
an act of tardy justice for a trade which deserves the greatest a 
sible amount of encouragement and liberty, the French merchant 
shipping, whether sailing or steaming, will take great activity and 
developement for the advantage of commerce and of the State 
s, "” 

Nothing can be more reasonable than the demands set forth as 
the condition on which the shipping interest can accept foreign 
competition. M. Michel Chevalier, you may remember, has re- 
peatedly urged that such demands ought to be granted; and some 
months back the Council-General of the department of the Herault 
adopted, on his suggestion, resolutions to that effect.

In the last return of the Bank of France special attention has 
been called to the items of advances on French public securities, 
that is on rente, which items, compared with those of the preceding 
month, present a decline of (round figures) 20,000,000f at Paris, 
and 600,000f in the branches. The conclusion drawn from this 
diminution is that the large quantity of rente which was in the 
hands of speculators after the recent conversion and was used by 
them for speculating purposes, is gradually becoming ‘ classed” 
in the hands of people who ‘hold it as a permanent in- 
vestment, and do not speculate with it—a fact of considerable 
importance to the money market. The manner in which advances 
on rente have declined in the Bank at Paris is remarkable : in May 
lest, for example, they amounted to 157,000,000f, but in June fell 
to 118,000,000f; July, 117,000,000f; August, 103,000,000t ; 
September, 85,000,000f ; October, 84,000,000f ; November, 
90,000,000f ; and December, 69,000,000f. 

Some uneasiness has been occasioned among the holders of rail- 
way shares by a decline in the receipts of the week ending the 2nd 
compared with the corresponding week of last year—a decline un- 
usually large in itself, and more significant from having been pre- 
ceded by several week’s depression. On the Orleans line the fall-

A treaty of commerce has just been signed between Switzerland 
and Belgium. It accords to the subjects of each country residing 
in the other the same rights as natives, but exempts them from 
military service, and gives commercial societies authorised in one 
country the right to plead in courts of justice in the other. With 
regard to tariffs, it establishes for both countries the treatment of 
the most favoured nation. In consequence of this, Belgium is to 
admit Swiss manufactures and other productions on the same 
terms as those of France,—subject, however, to the condition that 
the tariffs on mixed wool and cotton fabrics, on printed cotton 
goods, and on cotton yarn, shall not come into operation for two 
years, and that in the meantime the duties to be paid on the former 
articles shall be 224 per cent. ad valorem for the first year, and 20 
for the second, or, at the choice of the importers, 180f per 100 
kilogrammes for the two years (25f make 1/, and 100 kilogs are 
very nearly 2 cwts); on the second articles, 150f the 100 kilogs ; 
and on the third the duties are free under the decree of the 1st 
September last. Switzerland on her part consents to certain 

uctions in the import duties on Belgian productions; so that 
bottles will pay 1f 50c the 100 kilogs; common earthenware, 
1f 50c; arms of all sorts, 4f; paper for printing, writing, &c., 2f; 
blankets, 4f; wax candles, 20f from Jan. 1, 1864, and 16f from 
lst July followi The taxes imposed in the different Cantons 
on ian brandies and liqueurs are not to exceed the present 
rate. e treaty is to come into force a fortnight after ratification, 
and is to last for ten years. 


COMMERCIAL AND MISCELLANEOUS NEWS. 


A commercial report from Calcutta, to Nov. 18, says :—There is nothing 
to be said with regard to the market for piece goods. Saltpetre, cotton, 
jute, and linseed, still go forward in considerable quantities. The indigo 
season will now, however, be soon upon us. The crop is said to be 
large, and of superior quality. Later intelligence, to Nov. 21, is to the 
following effect :—Freights to London, dead weight, 55s to 70s; jute and 
cotton, 95s ; seeds, 95s. Grey shirtings, 14 by 13, 7/; 40 im., 6r 8a per 
piece. Madapollams, 13 by 11, 3/; 32 in, 2r 14a per piece. Mule twist, 
No. 40, good seconds, 8a lp per morah. Market for piece goods very 
dull. Market for twist dull. Still later information, viz., to Nov. 29, 
states that grey shirtings end mule twist were dull, and that in indigo, 
very little was doing. Linseed was unchanged. 


The annexed commercia! report is from Bombay to Nov. 27:— 
Imports.—Since our last advices, the tone of the market has im- 
proved, owing ‘to speculative purchases of grey goods and twist by 
European houses, and part of the recent fall in shirtings has been 
recovered. Grey jacconets have also advanced, and close upon 18 annas 
per Ib has been paid by speculators. Copper is decidedly lower in value, 
owing to the very heavy supplies recently to hand. Exports.—Cotton— 
No transactions in cotton on the spot have taken place since our lest. 
Contracts for the new crop have been entered into to the extent of 2,000 
candies Dhollera at 362 rs to 375 rs, and 700 candies Oomrawattee Akote 
at 356} rs to 360 rs, the former showing an advance of 15 rs, and the 
latter of 5 rs on ourlast quotations, Freights—Rates of freight continue 
much the same as at the date of our last report. Later intelligence to 
Nov. 29, advises no alterations of importance in any article. 

From Melbourne, to Oct. 25, we learn that the Murray River and 
Sandhurst Railway was opened on the 15th of that month. ‘Trade at the 
chief ports in Australia was dull.

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in 1861; of arrowroot, 22,316 Ibe, against 32,088 Ibe in 1861; and of 
logwood, 30,893 tons, against 17,013 toms in 1861,—beimg nearby double 
the quantity exported that year. Of heeswax and honey the past year 
sbows an improvement over the previous one ; and 0 also with succades, 
mahogany, lignumvite, ebony, and other woods. We have shipped 
during the year over 16 tons of copper ore, and 27 horses, against 2 in 
1861. Of cotton the quentity exported is small, being only 1,949 Ibs; 
but in the previous year we did not ship a single pound of this article, 
Now, however, that a beginning has been made, we trust that estton will 
for the future occupy a respectable place in our table of exports. On 
the whole the present return shows that if we sre not making rapid 
industrial progress, the country is not retrograding. It is something 
Pleasing for us to be able to say that our sugar crap for the pest year is 
the largest exported since 1849 ; that our ginger crop is the langest since 
the year 1852; and that in logwood, not only is the quantity exported 
this year nearly dovble the shipments of 1861, but is larger by several 
thousands of tons than what has been shipped from Jamaica in any single 
year for many years past.

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In the corresponding week of 1852, the coalition Govern- 
ment under the Earl of Aberdeen had been formed. Mr 
Fillmore’s message on retiring from office had been pub- 
lished. In that document the North Sea fisheries question 
with Great Britain, and that of Cuba with the Spanish 
Government, were referred to as having been satisfactorily 
settled. Discouraging news from the Montenegrin and 
Servian Principalities had come to hand, giving the expecta- 
tion of serious outbreaks against the Turkish rule. The 
surplus report of the Royal Commissioners for the Exhibition 
of 1851 had been issued ; and, in this, the plan of the South 
Kensington Museum was sketched out, and its foundation 
provided for. The demand for money was increasing, and 
it was especially remarked that silver was likely to rise in 
value. 

In 1859, M. de la Guerronniere’s famous pamphlet, “ Le 
Pape et le Congres,” had made its appearance ; and, as it 
was supposed to embody the views of the Emperor of the 
French on the Roman question, had caused some alarm from 
its anti-Austrian tone, in the German stock markets. The 
Spanish troops, after having landed in Moroccan territory, 
had experienced severe loss and discomfort from the want of 
necessaries and from the inclemency of the weather. A 
statement had been published giving our exports of gold and 
silver to India for the nine preceding years at 5,633,445/ 
and 66,977,706/ respectively. 

In 1860, Secession had commenced in America, and the 
action of South Carolina and Mississippi was expected to be 
followed by ‘Texas, Alabama, Georgia, and Florida. 


Several banks in the South had succumbed to the political 
crisis, but in New York they had been so far enabled to 
sustain the pressure. Distress in Coventry was extending, 
owing to the altered direction of the silk ribbon trade. 
The French Bourse was dull. In London, the probability 
of extensive shipments of gold to America was being dis- 


cussed. 

In 1861, the demise of the Prince Consort, after a very 
short illness, had been announced, and had occasioned one 
common feeling of regret throughout the country. Mr Lin- 
coln’s message had reached London; but without any 
allusion to the affair of the Trent. In France, great appre- 
hension was expressed at the probable damaging effect of a 
war between England and America on French trade. The 
private advices from New York had caused a rise in the rate 
of insurance, for war risks, here. 

The amount of the “other” deposits, as compared with 
the “ other” securities, showed, in 1852, a deficiency of 
859,766/; in 1859, a deficiency of 6,276,772/; in 1860, 
a deficiency of 8,125,770/; and in 1861, a deficiency of 
3,389,720. In 1862, the deficiency is 5,323,852/. 

Discount anD Money Marxet.—Notwithstanding the 
approach of the end of the year, the demand for money has 
|; been moderate, and the rates have manifested a downward 
tendency, especially to-day on the favourable Bank return. 
As was generally anticipated, a considerable part of the late 
gold arrivals has gone into the Bank, the amount taken 
there yesterday and to-day having been nearly 100,000/. 
On the other hand, there has been a withdrawal of 65,000 
sovereigns for the East.

New PosTaL ARRANGEMENTS.—At the General Post Office, the final 
proceedings have taken place by which treaties have been concluded with 
Prussia and the other German States for pew postal arrangements, The 
greater part of the countries comprised in the “‘ geographical expression ”” 
of “Germany ” have long since joined in the German Postal Union, 
which is more extensive than the Zollverein, since it includes even 
Austria, By the compact on which this alliance is formed, Prussia is 
empowered to act for all the rest of the States, with the exception of 
some of the free towns; but those towns also have entered into the 
present arrangements for increased postal facilities with this kingdom. 
One advantage gained by the present treatier, which will take effect on 
the ist of January next, is that the book post is extended to the whole 
of Germany.

‘The trade has been 
somewhat restricted ; whilst the imports have continued only 
moderate. Throughout the Continent, most descriptions of wheat 
have sold heavily. In prices, however, very little change has 
taken place. Spring corn and flour have ruled very dull. 
Advices from New York bring higher prices for both wheat and 
flour, although the export demand had not improved. 

The Scotch markets have presented no new feature. Selected 
wheat,barley, and oats appear to have changed hands at full prices. 
Otherwise, the trade has been in a depressed state, on easier 
terms. 


In Ireland, very little change has taken place in the valne of 
any kind of produce. The trade generally has continued ex- 
tremely inactive. 

The metropolitan markets continue to be well. supplied with 
potatoes, in good condition.
